‘Timothy and Titus were trained 
at Paul’s feet. Their teacher com- 
bined in himself many of the 
greater essentials to high instruc- 
tion. He was, by nature, brilliant; 
by opportunity, cultured; by ex- 
perience, Christian; by legal prac- 
tice, an orator; and it was a su- 
perb privilege that Timothy and 
Titus enjoyed as favorite pupils 
of the famed .Paul. 

His letters to these ardent stu- 
dents have been, to the ministry 
of twenty centuries, maps marking 
the way to success, and books of 
instruction on both professional

To Titus, Paul wrote, “Speak 
thou the things which become 
sound doctrine” (Titus 2:1). 

A Biblical belief is basal to-the 
gospel ministry. 

That is why it seems inconceiv- 
able that any theological modern- 
ist should ever be spoken of as 
“a gospel minister.” 

Some years ago The Christian 
Century of Chicago (a confessedly 
modernist magazine, perhaps its 
perfect mouthpiece) said, “The 
God of the Fundamentalists is one 
God; the God of the Modernists 
is another. The Christ of the Fun- 
damentalist is one Christ; the 
Christ of the Modernists, another. 
The Bible of the Fundamentalists 
is one Bible; the Bible of the 
Modernists is another.” 

Thereupon the Christian car-

Chapter 12 of “Some Golden Daybreak” 


“And the devil that deceived them was 
cast into the lake of fire and brimstone, 
where the beast and the false prophet are, 
and shall be tormented day and night for 
ever and ever.”’—Rev. 20:10. 


There are some Bible themes 
that give the preacher a peculiar 
joy. The doom of the Devil is one 
of them. When we look around us 
and see the effects of sin and Sa- 
tan, we are glad to announce his 
final doom. When we look back 
over the world’s. history

Satan, we are glad that the Bible cd 


gives us the assurancé of his de- 
struction and torment. 

There are five things I want to 
give you about Satan and his eter- 
nal abode. 


I. Satan’s Record in Heaven

Then Satan answer- 
ed the Lord and said, From going 
to and fro in the earth, and from 
walking up and down in it. And 
the Lord said unto Satan, Hast 
thou considered my servant Job, 
that there is none like him in the 
earth, a perfect and an upright 
man, one that feareth God, and 
escheweth evil? Then Satan. an- 
swered, the Lord, and said, Doth 
Job fear God for nought?

The 
Word clearly indicates the great 
power that Satan has in. connec- 
tion with this world. Paul speaks 
of him as “the prince of the pow- 
er of the air’ (Eph. 2:2). In II 
Corinthians 4:4 the apostle calls 
him “the god of this world.” 
Jesus referred to Satan as the 
prince of this world. “Hereafter 
I will not talk much with you: 
for the prince of this world com- 
eth, and hath nothing in me’ 
(John 14:30). These verses reveal 
to us the power of Satan and his 
place of rulership on the earth. 


If you hesitate to accept the} 


fact of the Devil, there is a simple 
test that you can make which will 
convince you forever that there is 
a Devil of power. Accept Christ as 
your Saviour and begin to work 
for God and you will soon find 
out about the adversary. There is 
a tremendous war going on in the 
world. It is Christ against Satan. 
It is light against darkness. It 
is life against death. 

Satan’s success in his work is 
evidenced by the hospitals, the in- 
sane asylums, the jails, the con- 
stant turmoil of the world. It is 
because of Satan that our nation 
spends fifteen billions of dollars 
per year on crime. Lawlessness is 
not of God; it is of Satan. No 
wonder that Paul exhorted us to 
put on the whole armour of God. 

We read in Ephesians 6:[1-17: 

“Put on the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil. For 
we wrestle not against flesh and 
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The Christian public was shocked when some time ago 
Wake Forest College, the largest college supported by South- 
ern Baptists in North Carolina, after official approval by its 
board of trustees, began having regular dances on the campus. 
Meredith College for women, also a Southern Baptist school 
in North Carolina, also officially approved on-campus dancing. 
Since most of the Southern Baptists are fundamentalist in 
doctrine and oppose the out-and-out worldliness of the modern 
dance, a great deal of indignation has existed among these 
Christians who are expected to support with their money the 
Southern Baptist program, which in North Carolina supports 


these schools. 
The Baptist State Conven- 


tion, in the November 20 
meeting in Raleigh, North 
Carolina, ‘voted strongly,” 


the Associated Press reports 
“about 85 per cent of the dele- 
gates in a standing vote—last 
night against on-campus danc- 
ing, terming it demoralizing 
and tending toward immorali- 
ty.” 

There was an immediate and 
shocking reaction at Wake Forest 
College. The Chicago Daily Tri- 
bune for Friday, November 22, 
published the Associated Press 
dispatch as follows: 


“Wake Forest Students Defy 
Baptist Ban on Dancing, 
Cheose Partners 

“Winston-Salem, N. C., Nov. 21 
(AP)—The entire Wake Forest 
college student body, about 1,900 
students, walked out of the chapel 
program at 10:15 a. m. today ina 
demonstration against the North 
Carolina Baptist convention’s ban 
of on-campus dancing. 


“A number of students of the 
Baptist supported college later 
gathered on the patio to dance to 
music from a radio placed inthe 
window of a campus building. 

“The walkout followed a demon- 
stration last night during which 
Dr. J. C. Canipe, outgoing conven- 
tion president, was burned in ef- 
figy. The Baptist state convention, 
meeting at Raleigh, voted strongly 
—about 85 per cent of the dele- 
gates in a standing vote—last 
night against on-campus dancing, 
terming it demoralizing and tend- 
ing toward immorality. 


“Students Walk Out 
“Dr. Thane McDonald, director 


of music, in charge of today’s cha- | 


pel program, told the students be- 
fore the walkout: ‘We'll have a 
very brief program because I un-

“This was greeted with ap- 
plause. The college chorus then 
sang “The Lord’s Prayer,’ but be- 
fore another hymn could start an 
alarm clock went off. 

“Dr. ©. McDonald commented,

ery Blessing,’ but after only a 
couple of bars some = students 
jumped up and shouted, ‘Come on, 
let’s go.’

—The college choir added a down- 
beat to a religious song Thurs- 
day and Wake Forest. students 
began jitterbugging across the 
campus in protest of a Baptist 
church ban on dancing, 

“It was the second demonstra- 
tion in 12 hours on the new 20- 
million-dollar Wake Forest cam- 
pus transplanted here several 
years ago from the town of Wake 
Forest. Wednesday night, masked 
students blew bugles, shot fire- 
crackers and hurled toilet tissue. 


“Convention Action 


“The students were in turmoil 
over a Baptist State Convention 
decision to continue the ban on 
campuses of North Carolina Bap- 
tist colleges. 

“They took their cue Thursday 
from the music department direc- 
tor, Dr. Thane McDonald. Dr. Mc- 
Donald and some others of the 
faculty obviously sympathized 
with the demonstrators. 

“‘Thursday’s demonstration was 
supposed to have beén a secret., 
It was set to go off at 10:15 a. m. 
at chapel services. But before that 
hour, the ‘secret’ had spread to 
nearly everyone on the campus, in- 
cluding choir director McDonald, 
who planned the ‘special’ chape!} 
program, 

“After the students filed into 
the new chapel at 10 a. m., Dr. 
McDonald announced: ‘We'll keep 
this short, since we understand 
something else is coming up at 
10:15.’ 

“The students, one of whom 
said “This is the first chapel serv- 
ice all year that everybody came,’ 
broke into cheers and laughter. 
They grew quiet with the playing 
of “The Lord’s Prayer.’

“““Now we'll give something a 
little different in religious music,’ 
said Dr. McDonald, and the choir

“Once outside, a group of boys

Years ago Dr. Poteat taught 
the ‘evolutionary theory as op- 
posed to the immediate, direct cre- 
ation of man and beast by the 
hand of God as taught in the Bi- 
ble. He was kept for many years 
and defended by Wake Forest of- 
ficials. From time to time other 
questions have arisen concerning 
the teaching of various teachers 
in Wake Forest Collegé. 

Meredith College for women has 
been openly modernistic in poli- 
cies.

-year that Meredith College had as 


a speaker -the notorious infidel, 
Dr. Nels Ferre. Ferre published 
the startling statement:

external ckedence to a Nazi claim 
Mary, 
we remember, was found pregnant 
before her engagement -to mild 
Joseph., Nazareth was hard by a 
Roman garrison where the soldiers 
were German mercenaries. Jesus 
is also reported throughout a con- 
tinuous part of the history of art, 
it is claimed, to have been blond. 
This is supposedly unnatural for 
the Mediterranean countries 
where this same tradition started 
and was continued. Hence Jesus 
must have been the child of a 
German soldier! After all, the 
claim develops, such is the experi- 
ence of many girls near military 
camps. His great genius, spirit- 
ual agony, and serene victory 
would thus be accounted for, as 
far as the unusual conditions go 
which gave him the chance to re- 
spond in an exceptional manner 
in the fullness of time. Such an 
interpretation has been made of 
his life, and “who can deny that 
such a conjecture could be true?” 
(Page 191 of the book, The 
Christian Understanding of God.) 

Again: and again Ferre teaches 
that Jesus was not infallible, that 
Jesus sinned, that Jesus did not 
know everything. And he wrote an 
entire book, The Sun and the Um- 
brella, to show that the worship 
of Jesus is a hindrance to the un- 
derstanding and trust of God. 

Nor were Meredith College of- 
ficials ignorant of Ferre’s stand. 
They invited him after he had be- 
come an issue among Southern 
Baptists, because of the furor 
which’.arose over his invited series 
of lectures at the Southern Bap- 
tist Seminary at Louisville. 

We do not think it is surprising 
that when people lose their con- 
victions about the historic Chris- 
tian faith they also lose‘their con-

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“Charles Spurgeon’s Letter to a Young Man

Below we-publish a photostatic reproduc- 
tion of a letter written July, 1890, by the 
famous Charles H, Spurgeon, pastor of the 
Metropolitan Tabernacle in London. It was 
written to Arthur Layzell. Anthur’s father, a 
minister, had prayed with Spurgeon and 
other mjnisters for the salvation of his son. 
We do not know what the other ministers did, 
but Spurgeon wrote these sons and daugh- 
ters, including young Arthur: He then at- 
tended Mr. Spurgeon’s tabernacle. 

The letter is sent to us by Rev. A. R. 
Yielding, pastor of Grace Church, Newmar- 
ket, Ontario, Canada. Arthur Layzell had 
come to Canada and for many years attended 


Jarvis Street Baptist Church in Toronto, pas- 
tored by Dr. T. T. Shields, Then for the last 
ten years or so of his life he worshiped in 
Brother Yielding’s church in Toronto. All his 
life Arthur kept the letter from Charles 
Spurgeon, which had led him to go to his 
room to pray and receive Christ as Saviour. 


Upon his death at 65, the letter was given to 


Brother Yielding. 

How blessed it would be if all of us would 
write personal letters to those we know and 
love who ought to be saved! And how im- 
portant it is that children should not only be 
prayed for, but should be urged to trust 
Christ as Saviour.

Nerious Days in America 


Vice-President, Sword of the Lord Foundation

On the religious scene here in 
America we are passing through 
the most serious days in twenty- 
five years. The first twenty-five 
or thirty years of the twentieth 
century marked the rise and 
growth of modernism in our de- 
nominations. It was during this 
period that many Christian col- 
leges and seminaries were taken 
over by modernistic and _ infidel 
religious forces. Young preachers 
coming from these schools honey- 
combed the churches of our great 
denominations with modernism. 
Then the early 1930’s marked the 
great revolt against modernism 
and saw the establishment. of 
what we now know as fundamen- 
talism.

Many prom- 
inent, evangelical men today are 
seeking to break down the clear 
lines between modernism and fun- 
damentalism. They advocate a 
movement toward fellowship, with 
some of the very modernistic

I hate to imagine what taxation 
without representation must have 
been! No wonder the Bostonians 
dressed like Indians and_ tossed 
the tea into the bay! You and I 
have elected representatives all 
over the place—on city, state and 
federal levels—yet about one-third 
of our income goes for taxes, di- 
rect and hidden! 


The Tax Foundation has figured 
that the man who makes $3,500 
this year will pay $1,059—or thirty 
per cent—in taxes, If he makes 
$4,500, thirty-one per cent—or 
$1,393—will go for taxes. If he is 
lucky. enough to earn $8,000, he 
can have the privilege of paying 
$2,726 in taxes, a total of thirty- 
four per .cent of his income, 


Believe it or not, according to 
the Foundation’s findings there 
are 100 taxes in the price of an 
egg, 116 taxes in a man’s sult, 
151 taxes in a loaf of bread, and 
600 taxes in the cost of a house. 
Apparently we have to have more 
and more taxation to pay for our 
top-heavy representation! 


One of the big jokes is the claim 
that the large corporations pay 
the bulk of our taxes. It is true 
that 52 per cent of corporate earn- 
ings go for federal taxes, but it is 
equally true that the corporation 
does not pay a penny of it. They 
simply add the tax on to the price 
of the product and you, the con- 
sumer, pay the tax in its entirety. 
No corporation could stay in busi- 
ness unless he passed his taxes on 
to you. 

I don’t want to make you mis- 
erable for the entire month. of 
January, but the United States 
Chamber of Commerce reports 
that the average taxpayer spends 
that month working for Uncle 
Sam—that he does not begin earn- 
ing money for himself until Feb- 
ruary at the earliest. Taxation |

“Dear Dr. Rice: 

“I’ve checked the price for 
printing “What Must. ! Do to Be 
Saved?” and the best price avail- 
able is $6.60 per thousand. I'd like 
to print at least 50,000 the first 
printing and a total of 150,000 
during the next 18 months. We 
have a_ systematic program of 
tract distribution which will en- 
able us to make full use of this 
number with minimum waste.

So philosophy . calls _ it, 
but the Word of God uses 
simpler and clearer lan- 
guage. “It was necessary,” 
Paul told the Jews at Anti- 
och, “that the Word of God 
should first have been spok- 
en to you.” That is, as if he 
were to say, “I can’t help 
myself; it is a categorical 
imperative!” 


The imperative lies in- 
herently in the very nature 
of the case. The natural 
procedure is to start any 
Gospel program with the 
Jew. Sentiment calls for it; 
gratitude requires it; and, 
above all, God commands it! 
So poweriully was this con- 
viction borne in upon the 
conscience of Paul, and so 
important did he consider 
Jewish conversion, that he 
cried out, “I-could wish that 
myself were accursed from 
Christ for my brethren .. . 
who are Israelites!” 


Dear child of God! Will 
you not ask Him to let you 
see Israel as He sees her? 
And when you do, a new 
joy and a new blessing will 
come to you. Try it. We feel 
that some day you will 
thank us-that you did.

Word of God; Christ as the Son 
of God,” and so on through the 
essential teachings of Scripture. 
On the other side of the chasm, 
“The Bible, containing something 
of the Word of God; Christ, the 
son of a carpenter; Evolution, the 
explanation of all nature, et 
cetera.” 


The man who adopts the former 
for himself and who teaches the 
same to his fellows is in line with 
Paul’s injunction to Titus, ‘Be- 
lieving and speaking sound doc- 
trine’; whereas the cleric who pro- 
claims the second, is a renegade 
from the ‘faith once delivered, 
and he faces the public with a 
message which may rightly name 
itself Modernism, but which can 
lay no claim to either a divine 
origin, or, for its proclamation, to 
a divine commission. 

The Baptist magazine, The 
Watchman-Examiner, in its “For- 
um Department” carried in the 
issue of May 14, 1942, an article 
on ORDINATION from the pen 
of W. Everett~Henry. When we 
commenced reading it, we sup- 
posed it would be the usual plea 
for an A. B., possibly an A. M., 
college degree, together with a 
diploma from a theological semi- 
nary that had celebrated its cen- 
tennial, as essentials to “the lay- 
ing on of the hands”! But, instead, 
we were treated to a pleasant sur- 
prise. It called for “an accurate 
knowledge of the contents of the 
Bible as a condition of ordina- 
tion.”’ Certainly! Young men go- 
ing forth to practice medicine are 
supposed.to be made familiar with 
the science of materia medica. 
Young men entering the profession 
of the law are supposed to have 
studied jurisprudence for some 
years; and young men entering the 
ministry, whatever else they do 
not know, should be familiar with 
SCRIPTURE. 


That is why the Bible training 
schools of the country are rapidly 
outgrowing the theological semi- 
naries; and that is why the 
churches of the country are ac- 
cepting their output in such a 
large measure as to greatly dis- 
turb seminary centers. 


In my own case, though having 
my college degrees of A.B. and 
A.M. and a full course diploma 
from a noted seminary, I left both 
institutions with a better knowl- 
edge of geology than I had of 
Genesis, having given far more 
time to the-dead languages than 
to “the living Word.” 

That experience accounts for 
the fact that for those who are 
graduating from Northwestern, 
my school, BIBLE study has been 
their major; and, while not neg- 
lecting cognate requirements, the 
emphasis for the daily task has 
been put at this pivotal point— 
Bible study! 

This age needs a knowledge of 
Scripture as badly as any previous 
century ever needed it; and its 
material, social, and spiritual sal- 
vation can look for help to no 
other source. If the principles 
, enunciated and _ practices com- 
mended by sacred Scripture can- 
not cure society of its ills, in vain 
will be the preaching of all nos- 
trum-substitutes. 

Christ said, “Ye shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall make 
‘you free.’ And to all those who 
ask, “What is truth?” we answer, 
“Thy word is truth!’ 

Little wonder, then, that Paul, 
writing to Timothy, placed his 
emphasis where he did: “Preach 
the word.” 


In sending forth each class of 
graduates, we bring no new ad- 
vice; but for the sake of empha- 
sis repeat the apostolic advice— 
“Preach the.word.” 


It is a custom these days for 
school youngsters, in particular, 
to approach the last visitor who 
has been asked te.address them in 
chapel, or on state occasion, and 
ask for his autograph and favor- 
ite text. Following my name I 
commonly put Romans 1:16, “IT am 
not ashamed of the gospel of 
Christ, for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to everyone that 
believeth.” And as you go forth 
to proclaim this Word, let me re- 
mind you that you have God’s 
eternal promise: “As the rain com- 
eth down, and the snow from

heaven, and returneth not thither, 
but watereth the earth, and mak- 
eth it bring forth and bud, that 
it may give seed to the sower, 
and bread to the eater; So shall 
my word be that goeth forth out 
of my mouth: it shall not return 
unto me void, but it shall accom- 
plish that which I please, and it 
shall prosper in the thing whereto 
I sent it” (Isaiah 55:10-11). 

But it is hardly sufficient for 
one to be sound in belief. The head 
may be well stocked with Scrip- 
ture; and yet unless the heart, 
the seat of-emotions and the di- 
rector of wills, be aiso the habita- 
tion of God, the feet may stray. 
Consequently, Paul takes the sec- 
ond step and expects of the 
preacher

The man who fails to be an 
example to his flock is, by just 
so much, unfitted for the gospel 
ministry. Possibly my personal 
reputation in America, as far as 
it has reached, rests largely on my 
long-continued defense of ‘“‘Inspira- 
tion” and my well-known anti- 
pathy to “Skepticism”; and yet I 
must admit that false doctrines are 


not the sole cause of Christian de- | 


flection or church defeat. There is 
a heresy of conduct that is as 
deadly to the Christian profession 
as was ever departure from the 
truth. Fundamentalism has suf- 
fered much from some such! 


A preacher may proclaim al- 
ways and eloquently the funda- 
mentals; and yet if he live the life 
of the racketeer, if he be con- 
stantly guilty of falsehood in 
statement, if he is known to reek 
with lust, and by heart-anger, or 
smoking revolver, to have become 
a murderer, his proclamation of 
the truth will never atone for his 
iniquitous practices. Irrespective 
of any audiences gathered or hon- 
ors bestowed, his ministry, in- 
stead of advancing the cause of 
Christ and influencing men God- 
ward, will detract from _ that 
course and widen the path to the 
nit; for when the heartblind lead 
the blind, both go into the ditch 
together. 


Horatius Bonar was one of 
those white souls whose profes- 
sional precepts and saintly prac- 
tices rendered him an ideal ex- 
ponent of the gospel preached, 
and well did he write in verse 
these words: 


Thou must be true thyself, 

If thou the truth wouldst teach; 
Thy soul must overflow. if thou 
Another's soul wouldst reach; 
It needs the overflow of heart 
To give the lips full speech. 


Think truly, and thy thoughts 

Shall the world’s famine feed; 
Speak truly, and each word of thine 
Shall be a fruitful seed; 

Live truly, and thy life sha‘l be 

A great and noble creed. 


R. F. Horton, in his Yale lec-| 


tures, truthfully said, “What the 
preacher is determines, in the end, 
the effect of what he preaches.” 
And again, “The preacher’s ser- 
mons are but fragments of him- 
self.”’ 


One time, two friends of mine 
had an unusual experience in the 
close proximity of a few hours. 
To one, the first baby was born. 
Naturally, he was pleased and 
proud. Strangely (?). he confessed 
to me the very next day that the 
child was beautiful. The other 
brought his first book from the 
press. His face indicated a_ kin- 
dred pleasure; his exuberance, a 
cognate pride. The reason for this 
exhilaration, on the part of both, 
was not far to seek. The one had 
found, in flesh, a veritable part of 
himself; the other had beheld in 
a book his mental image as clear- 
ly as a mirror had ever reflected 
his face. That is exactly. what 
Horton meant when he said, “The 
nreacher’s sermons are only frag-

ments of himself.” It is when his 
life is a pattern that his preach- 
ing is with power. 


The weight of one’s ministry is 
reflected in membership morals. 


Paul told Timothy that “sound 
doctrine’ would result in “sober” 
old men, beautiful “old women,” 
“affectionate wives” and “success- 
ful mothers.” Yea, also, that everi 
youth would be persuaded to so- 
briety, the gainsaying mantled 
with shame, and even hired ser- 
vants would become conscientious 
and competent. 


Few men ever lived in a period 
or place more utterly obnoxious 
than did Savonarola. He himself 
spoke of “the whole world” as “‘in 
confusion”; he deplored the fact 
that “every virtue had gone; vice 
had ceased to blush; rapine and 
murder were practiced without 
protest.” The Medici were the un- 
disputed dictators of the day. Lo- 
renzo had established his despot- 
ism by the murder of his brother, 
and had satisfied the lower classes 
by his munificence and_ public 
works. Herrick says he was_‘‘cul- 
tured but corrupt; of exquisite 
tastes but profligate habits—writ- 
ing a sonnet of praise to virtue in 
the morning and devoting his 
nights to debaucheries.”’ 


Into such an hour Savonarola 
found himself projected, and his 
very soul was overwhelmed by 
what he knew and saw. In anguish 
he began to speak, and the peo- 
ple found he had something. to 
say. The throne of Lorenzo the 
despot shook as he said it; and 
Lorenzo. himself, smitten by ap- 
proaching death and fearing the 
eternal future, would have no oth- 
er to counsel him on what to do. 
Although his son, Piero, equally 
vicious and less politic than his 
father, succeeded him in office, his 
station was unstable. The revolu- 
tion was rising. Florentine blood 
boiled with indignation, and the 
only man who was equal to that 
hour was the calm monk who 
had dwelt “in the secret place of 
the most High” and “under the 
shadow of the Almighty.” So he 
was taken by the populace and 
pushed into the place of power, 
as the throng in Christ's day 
sought to make Him king; and at 
once the righteous revolution was 
on. Ungodly gains ceased; deadly 
enemies embraced in love; sinful 
sports came to a sudden end; chas- 
tity took the place of incontin- 
ence; bonfires consumed obscene 
books; and, for a time, a hopeful 
people actually entertained the 
expectation that the. millennium 
of righteousness and peace and 
joy in the Holy Ghost was at 
hand. 


Who will say that the weight 
of a minister is not measured in 
the morals of the people who hear 
and follow him? 


But Paul is equally solicitous 
on another subject; namely, the 
unfailing fountain. We might sum 
up that idea in this sentence: 


The ground of all hope is in the 
grace of God. 


Titus 2:11 reads, “For the grace 
of God that bringeth salvation 
hath appeared to all men.” For 
your own. salvation trust nothing 
else! “By grace are ye saved.” For 
the good of society look to no 
other source! 


“For the grace of God that 
bringeth salvation hath anpecred 
to all men, Teaching us that, de- 
nying ungodliness and worldly 
lusts, we should live soberly, 
righteously, and godly, in this 
present world”’—Titus 2:11, 12. 

For the salvation of cities and 
nations, be assured there is no 
other hope! The recent World 
War, with all its infamy and wick- 
edness, is but the fiery reflection 
of man’s wisdom. And those minis- 
ters who have imagined it is col- 
lege courses that would not only 
render them accomplished leaders, 
but also lift the world from the 
mire of sin to the mountain of 
holiness, would today be suffer- 
ing from nerve shock, but for the 
stupidity that ever led to’ such 
expectation. The world’s one and 
is GRACE, and the 
only preacher that can ever pre- 
scribe for its ills an effective pana-

cea is that one who proclaims 
“the grace of God.’ 


It was a wise preacher who said, 
“Though I have a scientific mind 
and a university degree in sociol- 
ogy and philosophy, and although 
I am an expert in social service 
and an authority on Browning, 
and though I use the language 
of the scientific laboratory so as 
to deceive the very elect into 
thinking I am a scholar, and have 
not a message of salvation and 
the love of Christ, I am a misfit 
in the pulpit and no preacher of 
the gospel.” 

But turning back to the text, 
we find another point of: emphasis 
with the apostle— 


Seeing That Blessed Hope 


“Looking for that blessed hope, 
and the glorious appearing of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ; Who gave himself for us, 
that he might redeem us from all 
iniquity, and purify unto himself 
a peculiar people, zealous of good 
works. These things speak, and eo'- 
hort, and rebuke with all author- 
ity. Let no man despise thee’— 
Titus 2:13-15. 

Here we have Paul’s profound 
conviction on the subject of pre- 
millennialsm. To him, a man who 
is to be a good minister 6f the 
gospel must proclaim this truth. 


He should entertain it as his 
personal faith. 

“Looking for that blessed hope, 
and the glorious appearing of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ.” 

How strange that few theologi- 
cal seminaries recognize this most 
central and cohesive of all Bibli- 
cal doctrines! As the late and 
famous I. M. Haldeman of New 
York said. 

“It is bound up*with every fun- 
damental doctrine: the resurrec- 
tion from the dead, the transfigur- 
ation of the living, the judgment 
seat of Christ, the judgment of 
the living nations, the consequent 
judgment of the White Throne, 
the rewards of the righteous, and 
the punishment of the wicked. 

“It is bound up with every sub- 
lime promise: the recognition of 
the dead, the overthrow of Satan, 
the deliverance of creation, the 
triumph of..God and Christ, and 
the eternal felicity of the saints.” 

In other words, it is a key—the 
loss of which leaves God’s treasure 
chest of truth locked. 

Let me congratulate you, young 
men and women, that your theo- 
logical training has not done for 
you what mine did for me—deny 
you a knowledge of this great 
truth. Let me plead with you not 
only to retain what you have been 
taught these years by members 
of this faculty on “his subject, 
but to add to that information 
by a personal study of the Scrip- 
tures upon this central subject. 

Quite often we come upon mag- 
azine articles in which the ques- 
tion is seriously discussed, “Are 
the ministers of today fit suc- 
cessors of those of yesterday?” 
and it is much mooted. Modernists 
in their egotism will answer, 
“YES! They are an improvement 
upon their predecessors”; but 
neither the response of the public 
nor the progress of our churches 
provide confirmation to the claim. 

England has no Spurgeon today; 
Joseph Parker’s pulpit never found 
a fit successor. The death of Dins- 
dale Young has left a vacancy that 
seems to wait in vain for an ade-

victions about a clean life sepa- 
rated from worldliness. 


Should Such Schools Be Sup- 
ported by the Lord’s Money 
Given by Sacrificial, 
Spiritual Christians? 

We do not doubt that there are 
many fine Christian teachers, de- 
voted men and women of God, in 
Wake Forest College and in Mere- 
dith College, etc. But there are 
also many fine, devoted Christian 
men and women teaching in state 
universities and in other secular 
education. But are they so dis: 
tinctively Christian that they de- 
serve the same kind of sacrifi- 
cial support as_ soul-winning, 
Spirit-filled missionaries deserve? 
Are they enough better than secu- 
lar schools and colleges in trans- 
forming the lives of students,. in 
making Spirit-filled soul winners, 
in preparing men for the minis- 
try and the mission field—are they 
so powerfully Christian that they 
deserve support as_ definitely 
Christian institutions? 


When the trustees favor on- 
campus dancing at these Baptist 
schools, are the trustees good 
enough’ Christians to develop 
great Christian schools? When the 
head of the music department is 
in favor of dancing, is his influ- 
ence decidedly Christian? When 
the sentiment on the college cam- 
pus supports the burning in effigy 
of a noble preacher, Dr. Canipe, 
president of the North Carolina 
Baptist Convention, despising him 
because he gave the opinion that 
Christians ought not to dance and 
that dancing ought not to be spon- 
sored, practiced, and taught on the 
campus of a Christian institu- 
tion—does that sentiment justify 
the support of the college by the 
Lord’s money, as a_ definitely 
Christian institution? We doubt it. 
I do not see how any spiritually 
minded Baptist in North Carolina 
can conscientiously support the 
whole Co-operative. Program, in- 
cluding Wake Forest College, 
Meredith College, where Chris- 
tians are turned into worldlings, 
and where trustees and teachers 
encourage the worldliness. 


Do not misunderstand me; I 
think that every person who feels 
led to support Wake Forest Col- 
lege should do so. I think that ev- 
ery Christian who thinks | that 
dancing makes a better Christian 
should support the schools that 
train dancers. Those who are for 
worldliness will be generally help- 
ing Wake Forest unconsciously, 
for the new 20-million-dollar cam- 
pus in Winston-Salem and the en- 
larged program of Wake Forest 
College was made possible by a 
tremendous gift by a famous to- 
bacco. company (R. J. Reynolds 


Company, isn’t it?). And this 
company also agreed to give a tre- 
mendous amount, hundreds of 


thousands of dollars each year, for 
the support of this Baptist school. 
So every person who smokes a 
Camel cigarette will be, perhaps 
unconsciously, supporting Wake 
Forest College. And I do not ob- 
ject to anybody’s supporting it 
who agrees to the moral standards 
and doctrinal teaching of Wake 
Forest. 


Whether _ spiritually minded 
Christians ought to use God’s 
money, which is supposed to’ be 
spent to get out the Gospel, in the 
support of such worldly, secular- 
minded schools, divorced from 
Baptist doctrine and _= spiritual 
Christian living, seems to me very 
doubtful. 


But Baptist Schools Are Sup- 
ported in North Carolina by 
the Co-operative Program: 

What Then? 

Southern Baptist leaders insist 
that Baptists ought to give un- 
designated funds to the Southern 
Baptist Co-operative Program. In 
each state the Co-operative Pro- 
gram includes the institutions 
owned and operated by the South- 
ern Baptists in that- state. In 
North Carolina, the Southern Bap- 
. tist Co-operative Program gives a 
certain percentage of its funds to 
Wake Forest College. So if a 
North Carolina Baptist church as- 


signs a certain amount of funds} 


to the Co-operative Program, ev- 
ery member giving to that fund 


port these Baptist schools which 
are in favor of dancing. 


We do not object to anybody’s 
supporting Wake Forest College 
who feels that the money so used 


a right to pray and find the lead- 
ing of God in such matters. But 
we do feel that it is.a sin to re- 
quire others to go against their 
consciences and put the Lord's 
money, which they feel ought to 
be used for something better, into 
the support zof these worldly 
schools. Let all who wish to do so 
support Wake Forest College, 
along with the tobacco company. 
But why should a good Christian 
who feels led to use God’s money 
to get out the Gospel and for 
distinctly Christian enterprises be 
pressured to give to such unspirit- 
ual causes? 

We are not against freedom to 
give to the whole program when 
people wish to do so. We\ are 
against this unholy. compulsion, 
this browbeating and accusing and 
pressuring good Christians to get 
them to support things that are 
against their consciences, causes 
which do not, according to their 
convictions, honor Christ and 
which do not maintain the historic 
Baptist position in doctrine and 
holiness of life. 


That Never-Ending Sore Spot 
—Rocky Mount 


North Carolina Baptists will re- 
member with some pain that a 
few years back Southern Baptist 
officials and North Carolina state 
Baptist officials combined to take 
the church property away from 
the Rocky Mount Baptist Church 
because they voted to withdraw 
from the Convention and cease 
support. The Convention officials 
took the matter to court, to back 
up a minority of unspiritual Chris- 
tians in the church, and help that 
minority to take the property 
away from the actual church 
membership which voted in the 
majority. The judge, who we un- 
derstand was a Catholic, was so 
influenced by these Baptist lead- 
ers and their testimony under 
oath, that a church could not be 
a Southern Baptist church unless 
it belonged to these conventions 
and supported the program, that 
the court gave the church proper- 
ty to the worldly minority which 
were for the program and the 
Convention. 


Now will any church in North 
Carolina which refuses to support 
the whole Co-operative Program 
be in danger of losing its church 
property? We think not. We be- 
lieve there is enough real convic- 
tion among Baptist people that 
they will not allow this departure 
from the historic Baptist position, 
this illegal interference by the 
Government to support Baptist 
leaders against the majority of a 
local church. But the question on- 
ly shows what a serious problem 
North Carolina Baptists must 
face. The coercion, the popery, 
the interference with the autono- 
my of a local church, the pres- 
sure put on every preacher and 


church member who will not con- 


form to the whole Program, is 
severe. Old-time Christians are 
needed who will have convictions, 
who will pray about their giving 
and give like they pray, to causes 
which are true to Christ and the 
Bible, and to causes which will 
actually promote the Gospel and 
get the largest number of people 
saved. 


Again we ask the question: 
Will North Carolina Baptists, and 
other Southern Baptists give mon- 
ey to support college dances? 

In almost every Southern state 
there is some such problem fac- 
ing honest Christians in their own 
state, besides the Southwide prob- 
lem of supporting seminaries 
which cater to infidel speakers 
like Nels Ferre, Emil Brunner, 
Robert McCracken, etc.

made an issue of a Southern Bap- | 


tist college. Actually, there are 
two reasons for this. One is that 
this editor, being Southern Baptist 
in background, is more familiar 
with Southern Baptist affairs. 
Thus we can speak with some au- 
thority. Another reason is that 
many thousands of Southern Bap- 
tists are readers of THE SworpD OF 
THE LORD. We want to help them. 


But the simple fact is that 
similar conditions exist in other 
denominations, usually just as bad, 
sometimes very much worse, In 
the Methodist church schools, in 
Presbyterian, in Evangelical Unit- 
ed Brethren church schools, in 
those of American Baptists, and 
some others, the teaching untrue 
to the Bible and worldliness in liv- 
ing is often as bad or worse than 
that at Wake Forest and Meredith 
College in North Carolina. 


We do not want to get the, 
friendship of others by showing 
the problems only among Southern 
Baptists. And on the other hand, 
we don’t want our Southern Bap- 
tist friends to feel we are especial- 
ly picking on them. Here are mat- 
ters widely spread across the na- 
tion on the pages of the daily 
newspapers. They form the basis 
for some serious thought on this 
problem: Should a Christian sup- 
port any kind of denominational 
program which is not true to 
Christ? Or should the Christian 
put Christ and the Bible first 
and prayerfully consider where 
God wants His money used, and 
thus support only the causes 
which he feels clearly led to sup- 
port, as being true to Christ and 
calculated to bring the best re- 
sults in getting out the Gospel 
and transforming Christian lives? 

We use this particular case be- 
cause it is in the news. There 
would be other cases of Southern 
Baptist schools where the problem 
would be similar. There would be 
other cases in an American Bap- 
tist school where the problem 
would be much worse. That would 
be true also about many Metho- 
dist and Presbyterian schools. 

Christians should not yoke up 
with unbelievers, should not sup- 
port a false gospel, should not help 
to break down the faith of college

And, according to medical 


science, multiplied thousands of 
slaves to the cancer-stick known 
as the cigarette, pursue death! 

Cousins of Asahei all! 

And every Christ-rejecting soul, 
attempting by his own works to 
attain salvation, is pursuing eter- 
nal death and sealing his own 
doom! What about you? 


I. How Asahel Pursued Abner, 
So Pursued Death 


Here then, in II Samuel. 2, we 
have the strange case of the man 
who pursued death! 

First I want you to notice that 


He Was. As Light of Foot 
As a Wild Roe (vs. 18). 


But this did not save him. 

Some people foolishly imagine 
that they can outrun Satan! 

But no man is a match for the 
Devil. 

Man, by nature, believes he can 
match wits with the Devil—but 
the man who thinks he can out- 
wit the Devil acts like a half-wit! 

Men, by nature, are sinners, and 
have fallen “short of the glory of 
God” (Rom. 3:23). 

Sin has made man an alien, a 
rebel, an enemy of God. 

One characteristic of sinful, 
fallen man is the egotistical sup- 
position that he can run the race 
of life alone; that he can track 
down and defeat the enemies of 
the human soul. “There is no fear 
of God before their eyes” (Rom. 
3:18). a 

Men depend upon poise, pep and 
personality, or upon education, ex- 
perience and ingenuity, supposing 
that these qualities (which may 
impress men) will suffice with 
God. 

It is amazing what men depend 
upon: money, brains, weight, mus- 
cle, friends, influence, position, 
prestige—but none of these are 
sufficient to overcome in the bat- 
tle of life—and-death! 

Notice that Asahel was running 
in the same direction Abner was 
—following him, in fact. This man, 
“light of foot as a wild roe,”’ could 
have used those two feet to take 
him away from danger—but like 
many a sinner today, he stupidly 
ran on to his doom! 

“Flee youthful lusts,” the Bible 
warns, 

Joseph braced himself when 
flaming temptation was flung be- 
fore him, and then wisely—took 
to his heels! (Gen. 39:12). 

Elijah ran from Jezebel; too 
many today are running after her! 

“Abstain from  fleshly lusts, 
which war against the soul”! (I 
Pet. 2:11). 

Asahel raced to his doom. His 
speed didn’t save him; it only 
helped to hasten his destruction! 
Again, 


Asahel Was Brother to 
Mighty Joab 

That may have given him a 

false sense of security—but it 

didn’t stop the spear of Abner! |

get by because of who they are; 


or whose family they belong to; 


or who they know. Some lean on 
their financial rating or their so- 
cial standing. 

But God is not impressed. No 
goodduck charm can garrison the 
soul! “Neither is there salvation in 
any other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved” 
(Acts 4:12). 


All have sinned and all must be 
saved. Jesus said, “Ye must be

So.multitudes .of people refuse 
totake’ seriously the. warnings of 
the Bible: and: the warnings of. ex- 
perience,.“‘It. won’t happen to me,” 
they will assure you. 


Here is a girl who begins to date. 
one who is not a Christian. An in-. 


fatuation develops. She is so sure 
she is in love; and blinded, she 
imagines that even though. the 
Bible expressly forbids her to 
marry an. unbeliever, that some- 
how her case will be different. She 
will win him to the Lord after 
they are married. So, gaily she 
plunges on in. Then comes disillu- 
sionment, disappointment, heart- 
ache, misery, divorce, shame, a 
broken heart—pierced by § the 
spear of Abner! 

In every church you can see 
them. Lonely wives coming to 
church alone—their unsaved hus- 
bands sitting at home or out run- 
ning around in sin; and in the 
faces of those wives you. can 
behold the unhappiness, the frus- 
tration, the defeat, the misery 
that always results from disobey- 
ing God. Just recently a pastor 
friend of mine had a phone call 
from a young mother whose 
drunken husband had just beaten 
her up before the crying children, 
battered her face, blackened her 
eyes, and stomped out of the 
house! 

A boy takes his first drink at 
a high school dance. Others have 
acquired the habit for drink but 
he'll use self-control, he promises. 
But gradually the bars are lower- 
ed, one drink follows another, the 
crowd gets wilder, the temptation 
stronger, one drink demands an- 
other now. The habit tightens its 
grip. From beer to wine, to gin, 
to whiskey he pursues the Abner 


of habit:— 


First he drinks happily, then 
he drinks habitually. - 

First he drinks delicately, then 
he drinks daringly. 

First he drinks proudly, soon 
he drinks ploddingly. 

First he is carefree about it, 
soon he is crushed by it. 

See him later, bloated, profane, 
bleary-eyed, boisterous—a slave to 
the Abner of sin until finally one 
day the spear of Abner thrusts 
him through. Then, later. you may 
find him chattering idiotically in 
an institution, or cursing sullenly 
in a prison cell, or staggering

ing stupidly in the gutter. 


into their lavish home. She told 
him of her great sorrow because 
of a drunken son. The young man 
they- had counted on amounting to 
so much had become a bloated, 
bleary-eyed sot. “See that check 
book,” she said. “You can write 
your Own amount and its yours if 
you can do anything for my son!” 
But the son is already dying of 
alcoholism. Chunks of his body 
have come out of his mouth. Doc- 
tors tell him just to take a little 
drink every hour to keep from 
going crazy until He dies. Oh, this 
terrible spear of Abner! 

People foolishly make friends 
with worldly, ungodly people, . for- 
getting that the companion of 
fools shall be destroyed (Prov. 
13:20). Soon they are pursuing 
their pleasures, adopting their 
habits, embracing their pastimes, 
bowing before their idols—until 
finally the spear of Abner strikes 
again! 

A striking illustration is the 
Chicago woman who was run over 
and killed by a “former boy. 
friend.” He deliberately ran her 
down.. Then:made a quick U-turn 
and ran-her:dewn again... He had 
waited for four ours “for the’ 
chance to kill her: O, how many 
have been slain in one way or 
another by evil companions! 


Here are silly parents (who like 
thousands of thoughtless ‘people 
today) are. permitting the worldly 
school teachers in today’s public 
school system to teach their little 
girl to dance. First they call it 
folk games, then they...callit} 
rhythms, then it is the Virginia |: 
Reel, then it: is Square. dancing, |} 
then it is round dancing, then it 
is jitterbugging to the jarring 
jazz music ofthe day. The steps 


are learned; =the craze..is pursued, 


the seed. “has: been planted. 

Now look” at” the. crop: The 
scene ‘has changed— but it is the 
game “little girl” years’ later. The 
school affairs are too tame now. 
‘SH6<iS"in one of the upholstered 
sewers known as a night. club. She 
is laughing gaily. The cocktails 
the suggestive 
‘musie-has her swaying, the dimly- 
lit intoxicating atmosphere has 
her dreaming wildly. How differ- 
ent.she looks now from the .inno- 
céyit=little lass who once became: 
the pawn of the, grammar school 
dancing class,:Her slinky, low-cut 
gown, her boisterous laughter, the 
sensual movements of her body, 
her suggestive submission to her 
aroused partner tell the story. One 
thing leads to another. Tempta- 
tion, Lust. Shame. Remorse. Ruin. 
It is a tragic story repeated again 
and again. The spear of Abner is 
exceedingly sharp!

The merchant 
who expects his clerks to cheat 
for him may one day find the 
hand of that clerk in his own 
cash register! The spear of Abner 
turns up most unexpectedly, 
Notice again, Asahel 


Pursued An Angry Man, 
Hungry for Revenge (Vs. 17). 
Abner was humiliated because 

of the defeat of his forces that 
day. This made him all the more 
ruthless and dangerous. He was 
like a caged lion or a bear. with 
cubs. 

The fact that some Christians 
are living victoriously registers a 
defeat for Satan. The fact that 
some sinners are being saved 
makes the Devil all the madder. 
He has “great wrath, because he 
knoweth that he hath but a short 
time” (Rev. 12:12). 

Sooner or later you'll find you’re 
not a match for the “fury of the 
oppressor.”

We must learn the great 
truth that there is salvation in no 
other name but the name of Jesus.

(Josh, 24:15). 


Shattered Faith, Futile Gain,
